During Iho kiHl fi^'o or six ymira an 
annual offoil Iiub boon iimtlo lor llio 
purpoHQ of having flour inado Iroin 
wbeal Rrovvu iu lb» Colony trcuii Irom 
Eoad Tolls ; but owing lo a roluctauce, 
comtuon, we siipposo, to govoniraenis, 
to relinquish any source ol revenue, 
those eiroria laivo proved iiiell jclivo, 
and tbo impost wlill ronaains to cramp 
nud puralyzo ogricullurul oporalions on 
this sido cf Clinion, I: would nppeiir 
to bo a wo;k of bupororogation to point 
out tbo unwiudnni of conlLuuing such an 
impost upon bread. To moot flour with 
a deiQaud of two dollars a barrel upon 
the,„very start in nearch of a distant 
markiit is no light niaitcr. It is calcu- 
laied ia nci fimall degree to discoarago 
thatJndQBtryVwhicb, of all oibors, it 
behooyea'the Go^^^ to oncourngo 

But its ilI»effeot8 are not coufinod to ihu 
BiDgle industry of agriculture. Every 
industry, every interest or oci-upalinn in 
the iniorior must bo moro or loss alTui;!- 
ed by this beavy impost. Two dollars 
a barrel on flour as it etarls out for 
market must add cousiderably mure 
than two dollars to the prioo paid by 
the consumer, for middlonion seldom 
fail to demand a handsoiuo profi; 
upon ca>li dlsburaomenti. It, lliercforo, 
this toll opuruica as a tax upon ugri- 
oulLural dc'vflopment. it lalis stiil more 
heavily upon mineral development, It 
is well known that the dearncsa of 
living in the principal gold-fields ban 
operated greaily againsl miiiund liuvol- 
opment. In fact, the pricu of living is 
Iho gauge ol the class of ground Ibut 
can be worked, and there is a sufHciont 
breadth of known aW-iforous ground lo 
employ thousands of miners which the 
prOBenil' high price of living keeps 
locked up— which would bo profitub.y 
•worked wore EuppU'-'s lu .>ro cheap and 
abundant. It is clear, therofoio. liiat 
any step calculated to e .coaroge the 
farmers in the Midland oouairy and 
cheapen supplies in l' o gold- fields mi;.-l 
bo in the direcuon of the publii: good. 
"VVe quite undorsumd iho neeessiiy that 
exists for revenue, and wo cun also un- 
derstand the natural dii-inoiinatioii on 
the part of the Goveramoot to relin- 
quish any part of the source of revenue, 
liut we must regard as a blind and nar- 
row policy that which would, by nipping 
industry in the bud, curtail development 
and narrow down iho truo basis of 
revenue. Our true policy is to legislate 
with a view to rednoing as much as 
possible the price of living and tncroas- 
ing the demand for labor in the interior; 
and any legitimate olfort in lh*i 
direction will at all times command 
our boarty Byinpatby and earaest sup- 
port. 

The Question ol Tariffs. 



To'day tbo Logislaiive Council 
will bo called upon to decide whether 
British (Jolumbia is to accept the Cana- 
dian Tarifl'ot Cu-'tomf, or retain tbo] 
present one under Uonfedetatiou.

The cliief 
objections to such delay, to keeping 
oommerco, mannfactures, and, iu fact, 
induBtr'es of every description in a sort 
of painful ai'd iiiOiH injuri'ms tiispeiiHO 
for an indefinite period were alluded lo 
in a former article, and it will, there- 
fore, bo unnocosBary to revert to them 
now, The more immediate object of 
the present remarks is to point out to 
commercial men in this comtnunily tho 
duty of action. The suljjeot is of far 
too much importanco to Justify 
iiiaciion so long as the slightost doubt 
hangs over it. It. should bo placed 
beyond tbo possibility of doubt. Thero 
cannot be much doubt UB to bow the 
olLOled nieniber,-4 will vote, i^carly all 
of ihum aie i-ledi;ed to vote fur tlio mi- 
luediato adoption of the t'luiudinu 
Tariff, ijiit we have not tho means ot 
knowing bow the Government members 
may be dioposi d to go. 'IMin prir.oipal 
importers of tlie Colony have a right to 
speak upon ibirs sul.ject ; and liieir 
OpiniouB are oniiiled lu iho greuleul 
weight. Lot iheiu speak out now, or for- 
ever hold tboir peace I -Whatever action 
is to be taken mast be taken at once —
